TO PROTECT. INVENTORS.
'Bill Introduced Exempting From
Seizure Any Letters Patent.
WASHINGTON, April 17-~An
amendment to the patent laws is pro-
posed by Senator MeEmery who has
introduced @ hill exempting from sei-
zure for debt of any kind of letters
patent or any interest in them- issued
by the United States the ownership
of which is vested in the original in-
ventor, or conceiver, of the thing pa-

tented.

Exception is made, however. to
debts voluntarily contracted by the
original inventor by morigage hypo-
thecation, or pledge of such letters
patentt, Tt i5 alsa provi&ed'that the
exemption shall not apply to the
pracecds arising from the sale of the
letters patent nor to any produet of
them "In whale or part, that may be
disserated from such letters patent.”
